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Overlooking Downtown Los Angeles, the Griffith Observatory opened in 1935 and is a popular tourist attraction with 

an extensive array of space and scientific-related displays.  During World War II, the planetarium portion of the facility

911 Outage, San Jose, Santa Clara County (Final) 

On 04/23/17 at 1445 hours, the California State Warning Center (CSWC) was advised of a potential 911 Outage in the city of San Jose, Santa 

Clara County.  

• The CSWC contacted the Santa Clara County Warning Point. They advised there was a planned outage for the city (Police Department/Fire 

Department Dispatch) due to moving to an alternate site. The city advised the Warning Point at approximately 1215 hours, that they had 

moved, however they were having trouble with the 911 system.  

• Per the Coastal Duty Officer (CDO), a substation was set up to take calls during the move and the substation experienced a glitch. There 

was a short term disruption to service that has been taken care of.   

• At 1651 hours, the CA 9-1-1 Branch advised: 

• The Public Safety Answering Point (PSAP) relocated to their backup site as planned to accommodate the work. They experienced an 

issue with the phones to which they had all their calls rerouted at about noon.  An AT&T tech was called and placed en 

route. However, the city decided to change their reroute to the Avaya VoIP phones also located at their backup site. 

• The PSAP answered calls on the Avaya phones and did so for the remainder of the shift.  

• Santa Clara County Warning Point advised the PSAP moved back into their Communications Center at 2130 hours.

• 2017-LAW-35273, 04/17/17, 1137 hours:  Air Force Rescue Coordination Center (AFRCC)  advised of an overdue aircraft suspected to be 

in Sierra County. Aircraft departed at 1415 from Truckee to Petaluma with no flight plan, Oakland Center reported at 0409 Zulu. Ramp 

checks have been completed at both locations to locate the aircraft, TB20, single engine, Dark blue over white in color with tail number 

N28070.  AFRCC has requested Sierra County Sheriff Office (SCSO) to search location.  Update: 04/20/17, Marin SO, Placer SO, El 

Dorado SO, Yuba SO, Plumas SO, Butte SO, Shasta SO, San Mateo Bay Area Mountain Rescue Unit (BAMRU), CAP, and the CNG are 

supporting this mission through the next three days for search efforts. Update: 4/20/17, 1200 hours, Nevada County, working with SCSO, 

advised that Contra Costa County SO Search and Rescue (SAR) is sending ground team personnel today.  They requested additional SAR 

resources for Friday.  Another Sno-Cat, 5 snowmobiles with operators, and an additional Mission Request Tasking (MRT) team.  Monterey 

SO is sending a 4-5 member Mountain Rescue Association (MRA) team; they will fly into Truckee for the 0800 hours briefing.  Placer SO will 

send a Sno-Cat and Mono County SO will send 2 snow mobiles and operators. On 4/20/17, at 1600 hours, Nevada SO requested the CNG 

Blackhawk that is currently deployed to be extended through Saturday, as well as a larger platform helicopter (Chinook, etc.) to be used 

exclusively for transporting, inserting and extracting up to 30 ground searchers both Friday and Saturday.  At 1620 hours, the JOC advised 

they are unable to send a second aircraft but will extend the deployed Blackhawk through Saturday and expand its tasking to include both 

team transport and searching. Update per Cal OES Telecommunications Duty Officer, 4/21/17, 0626 hours, The following equipment has 

been deployed to the Unified Command Incident Command Post (ICP) at Truckee Summit Staging Area: one portable VHF repeater, two 

caches (56 radios), VHF portables, and Operational Area Satellite Information System (OASIS) 'STAR RUNNER' transportable ‘POD’.  

Repeater was assembled and placed in service at ICP.  OASIS transportable was assembled and placed on-air providing four phone lines 

and internet.  The Sierra Sheriff's Office local repeater (Babbit) was programmed into the 56 radio cache.  Update: 4/21/17, 0700 hours, Cal 

OES Law Branch Assistant Chief’s are on scene. Update: 04/21/17, 1322 hours, Nevada County SO requested SAR resources for the next 

2 Operational Periods (Sat-Sun) to include: 60 Type I ground searchers on snowshoe's (Nordic), 15-20 snow mobiles, 6 sno-cats, 2 black 

hawks primarily for insertion/extraction of ground teams.  NAS Fallon (thru AFRCC) is providing (2) UH-60's and will be on scene by 0800 

hours, Saturday.  The remaining requested resources are as follows: San Mateo SO/BAMRU - 3 Type I's, with a fourth joining Sunday only; 

Contra Costa SO - 3 Type I's in addition to the 6 already there; Placer SO - 4 Type I's; Los Angeles SO - 1 Temple Station Deputy and 4 

Type I's from Sierra Madre Team; El Dorado SO - 4 person Management Team on Saturday and a 5 person Management Team on Sunday, 

along with 4-8 Type I's; Fresno SO - 3 Type I's; Tahoe Nordic (Placer SO) - 4 Type I's, 2 Nordic Skiers, 2 snow mobiles, 1 Sno-Cat; Washoe 

County, Nevada - 6 Type I's, 1 Sno-Cat with a 2 man crew, 2 tracked vehicles and 1 Incident Management Team member. In addition, the 

CNG JOC advised they will be sending a UH-72 (Lakota) to supplement their currently deployed UH-60 (Blackhawk) to provide aerial 

surveillance with the UH-60 re-tasked to assist with ground team movement (insertion/extraction). Cal OES T-Comm remains on scene and 

(2) Law Branch A/C's remain deployed to assist with SAR mutual aid coordination/reporting. Update: 04/22/17, No new resource requests 

were submitted. The two UH-60's from NAS Fallon will continue assisting through Sunday (04/23/17), however the air assets coordinated 

through the CNG JOC, a UH-60 and UH-72, completed their assignments and returned to their respective home stations. Two new Type I 

searchers from BAMRU, previously scheduled to arrive on 04/22/17, will join Sunday's search operation. Cal OES T-Comm remains on 

scene and a Law Branch Assistant Chief remains deployed to coordinate SAR mutual aid.
